Yesterday Mayor Bill Harts- 
field of Atlanta sat at a phone 
in the Southern Bell Telephone 
Building here and said, “Hello, 
is that you, Mayor Shaw?” 

Thus he inaugurated’ the 
South’s first radio relay tele- 
phone service—Atlanta to Char- 
lotte, N. C. After Atlanta’s 
mayor and Charlotte’s mayor, 
Victor Shaw, talked municipal 
government for their three min- 
utes, Tom Robinson of The 
Charlotte News sent the first 
phone message through the air 
Atlantaward by calling George 
Biggers, president of Atlanta 
Newspapers, Inc. 

“In an age when a jet plane 
flies from Kansas City to At- 
lanta in an hour and a half, 
you have to talk fast, too,” said 
Kelly Mosley, Southern Bell’s 
Atlanta manager, in introducing 
the new service. 

So we can talk fast and 
through all kinds of weather, 


the phone company has built a 
$6,000,000 chain of towers be- 
tween Atlanta and Charlotte. 

The voice at the phone is 
transformed electronically into 
a microwave the length of a 
cigarette. 

A huge horn-shaped antenna 
on the roof of the Ivy St. build- 
ing shoots the wave at a receiv- 
ing horn atop a tower on 
Suwanee Mountain at Cumming. 
There the impulse is channeled 
through an amplifier and thrown 
from another horn at the next 
mountaintop relay station, Cur- 
rahee peak near Toccoa. 

Six more towers and the radio 
wavé is in Charlotte. It flows 
through a hollow pipe to equip- 
ment which steps its 4,000,000- 
000 cycles a second down to 
audio frequency and the relay 
is complete. 

The message from Charlotte 
follows the route in reverse, 
through a second set of horns 
on the relay towers. 

Present equipment will carry 
173 telephone messages each 
way simultaneously. The load 
becomes greater as you add 
gadgets. 

By April this same radio re- 
lay will bring another television 
channel to Atlanta. 

Radio relay means that more 
long-distance messages can be 
handled and that they can be 
handled faster. The microwave 
laughs at atmospheric condi- 
tions. That means a static-free 
call. No metallic lines means no 
interruption from wind and ice 
and sleet. Moreover, it’s going 
to be mighty hard for a little 
boy with a rock or an air rifle 
to knock invisible insulators 
from invisible telephone poles.

Harris Predicts 
Unit System Loss 


Political leader Roy Harris, who lost a fight 
in 1950 to extend the county unit system into 
Georgia’s general election, declares fhat the 1952 


version of the same proposal is facing defeat next November. 


And, 


he adds. “The unit vote system also will be kicked out of pri- 


maries by town-city voters.’ 

Mr. Harris made his predic- 
tions in an attempt to scare his 
friends Governor Talmadge and 
House Speaker Fred Hand into 
adopting the Senate formula for 
distributing school funds. He 
tried to tie in school fund dis- 
tribution with the unit system. 
But, omitting the school for- 
mula discussion altogether, Mr. 
Harris has spoken a great truth 
about the county unit system's 
prospects. 

Said he: 

“The county unit amendment 
cannot be adopted next Novem- 
ber unless it receives a large 
number of votes in the towns 
and cities. The rural vote alone 
will not be enough. It will take 
some city votes for this amend- 
ment to be adopted. This is 
due to the fact that our popu- 
lation has shifted in recent 
years and the big vote is now 
in the towns and cities and not 
in the rural sections.” 


When the people defeated a 
similar proposal to put the 
unit system into the general 
election in 1950, the amend- 
ment was defeated without 
the aid of the “big city” coun- 
ties. Leaving off the votes 
“for” and “against” the 
amendment in Atlanta and 
Fulton County and other “big 
city” counties, which are 
against this method of weigh- 
ing votes, the amendment still 
lost. Thousands of rural 
dwellers voted “no.” Harris 
apparently remembered this. 


He declared: “There also will 
be some votes against the con- 
stitutional amendment in the 
rural areas and what are known 
as the country counties. This 
was true in the Legislature, and 
it will be true in the November 
election.”

while a Yankee pitcher in that hooligan world series of 1947. He 
hasn't pitched a major league inning since, victimized by a mysterious 
arm bother. Wayne Anderson, the young Reds’ trainer, can tell the 
story best. 

Anderson discovered the source of Bevens’ bad arm, put him 
back in commission again, and after a 20-12 season at class B 
Salem, Ore., Cincinnati drafted the 34-year-old pitcher. The price was 
only $3,500, and it appears to have been well spent. He has looked 
sharp in exhibitions and has a record to prove it—no runs and 
three hits in seven innings. 


“I found the trouble on the other side of his shoulder, the 
left side,”’ said Anderson, who was the trainer at University of 
Washington then. ‘“‘He had a ruptured blood vessel, and the 
rupture had caused a knot in a nerve cord that runs from wrist 
to wrist around the shoulders. Every time he pitched it caused 
a burning sensation. 


“That was in the winter of 1950. I was with Sacramento during 
the baseball season, and Del Baker, who was managing Sacramento 
then, and I went out to watch Bevens pitch the summer before. He 
Was pitching softball, not baseball, in Portland.

“Well, we talked to him and he agreed to come see me at 
Seattle that winter. Tha®’s when I operated on him. I dug deep into 
the shoulder and worked on the rupture.

Does a baby see with both eyes? : 


Answer: Not for some time after 
he is born, says Dr. Arnold 
Gesell, leading world authority on 
child development. Vision has the 
“top priority’ among a_ child’s 
five senses and he can see vaguely 
when he is born, though it is at 
least a week before he can fix his 
gaze upon a single object, even a 
nearby one, and for some weeks 
he sees only with one eye at a 
time, either closing the other or 
ignoring what it shows him. It 
is also interesting that a baby 
‘takes hold of the world with his 
eyes long before he does so with 
his hands.’’ He will stare at »vb- 
jects that interest him for months 
before he will first attempt to 
grasp them. 


Are unpleasant lessons soon 
forgotten? 


Answer: Not necessarily, say 
psychologists Lillian Belmont and 


Herbert G. Birch of the College of | 


the City of New York. An cx- 
periment which they conducted 
showed that when _ unpleasant 
emotions were associated with a 
lesson, some people forgot it 
sooner than they did ‘‘neutral ma- 
terial,” but others remembered 
it longer. There was the same con- 
trast between different people’s 


ability to re-learn painful lessons 
that had been forgotten. If you 
have a chip on your shoulder or 
want to feel abused, you will pre- 
fer to remember lessons and ex- 
periences that confirm your pic- 
ture of the harsh and cruel place 
you wish to believe the world is.
